Perhaps in the whole country there 
is not a State upon whom Nature 
smiles more beneficently than she does 
upon California. She has filled her 
bosom with untold mineral wealth; 
she has spread broad and wide to the 
unfailing sunshine hei rich acres of 
’ fertile soil; rivers of oil, with their in- 
exhaustible supplies are hidden be- 
neath her surface; miles upon miles 
of splendid forests stretch over an un- 
measured area of her territory; tropi- 
cal and temperate fruits ripen in her 
sunshine; her hundreds of thousands 
acres of wheat and other grains yield 
a wealth of harvest such as would as- 
tonish the husbandman of the East; 
her nuts and her raisins are finding 
their way into the leading markets of 
the country; for her canned fruit 
there 1s a demand which, with present 
facilities, cannot be supplied, and her 
wines are becoming celebrated all over 
the world. 

Yet, in the face ot all this, there are 
certain hindrances existing which 
prevent us from reaping the full bene- 
_ fit of all these favorable conditions to 
our growth and prosperity. 

Every State needs a building up 
process from within, as well as from 
without. Every State needs to 
feed and clothe herself with 
the weelth of her own productions. 
She needs to furnish her own supplies 
and multiply her industrial resources. 
California in developing her mines, in 
- Caring for her vast flocks and herds, in 
cultivating her soil, in multiplying 
her orchards and rich vineyards and re- 
joicing in her ,unrivaled climate has 
forgotten her munufactories. In 
how many - of our’ towns 
do owe hear. the cheerful 
hum of machinery Where are the 
manufactories whose busy wheels spin 
and weave the fine wool of our great 
sheep flocks into cloth for our cloth- 
ing? Where are the houses which 
fashion our garments, and which take 
the numberless hides of our cattle to 
furnish us with the boots and shoes 
which are manufactured from them? 


_ are not here, The 
«busy, active. and industrious 
East takes them all and 


prepares them for our use, returning 
them to us when we have paid the 
price of transportation twice across 
the continent. 
There is scarcely anything Guts we 
use in our daily hfe that is not made 
‘ready for our use away from home. 
We buy eastern ham and eastern 
crackers. We buy cheese from the 
dairies of Ohio’s Western Reserve, and 
apples from the. orchards beyond 
the Rockies. We send to St. Louis 
and Chicago for our lard, while acres 
of our land are covered with our 
droves of hogs. Wé bring canned 
and dried fruits from beyond our State 
lines, while our own orchards groan 
beneath the weight of their golden 
and juicy harvests. We bring oil 
_ from the fields of Pennsylvania for 
- our cooking and our lamps; while 
Our own supply cannot be esti- 
mated. From the olive orchard 
of the Old World we import olives and 
oil for our tables, when a far better 
supply of each might be produced at 
home. We send to Paris for our per- 
fumes while here a whole world of 
fragrant sweetness is waiting to be 
distilled for our use. So great is our 
abundance that we forget to econ- 
omise. We are prodigal: We are 
careless. We are wasteful. 

Until all this is changed, and 
we have a_ strong industrial 
foundation as our basis of growth, 


we cannot face fearlessly and hope-4 


fully the fluctuations in the busi- 
ness life of ‘the busy world, or the 
storms of commercial disaster, which 
every now and then devastate the 
country. Weneed a community of 
producers. We must have industries 
that’ will satisfy the demands 
of labor. We must  pre- 
‘vent the unnatural and eyil 
antagonism between labor and capi- 
tal by allowing the laborer to earn 
sufficient for the wants of his family. 
With the establishment of manufac- 
tories and a diversity of industrial 
pursuits would come a new era of pros- 
perity to this State. Agriculture 
would be quickened, capital 
would flow towards ous, the 
Giscontent restlessness of 
the dangerous idle class would 
be lessened, and we ourselves might 
Teap, instead of others, the benefits of 
the treasures which Nature has show- 
ered’so unsparingly upon us. Let the 
men of wealth and of business in our 
midst consider these things and build 
well for the future of our city and for 
this section of our State.

“A Los Angeles child of ordinary 


eight years of age, attending with 
average regularity, and keeping up 
with his classes throughout the term, 
could reasonably expect to graduate 
from the schoolhouse on the hill at 
about the age of twenty years; hav- 


‘ing spent twelve years. to acquire a 


“common school” education. If the 
child was destined to enter the ‘‘pro- 
fessions,” this would lay the founda- 
tion for the necessary ‘‘book learn- 
ing,” but there is not room enough in 
“the professions” for everybody, and 
the great mass of the people must nec- 
arily be farmers, merchants, me- 
chanics, etc., and their education ought 
to be conducted with a view to giving 
them the best possib'e start and the 
greatest possible help on the road they 
are destined to travel through life. If 
a boy is going to be a mechanic, he 
ought to commence learning his trade 
not later than at sixteen or seventeen 
years of age, in order that he may be 
a good workman and have made some- 
thing of a start in the world when he 
reaches his majority. He is certainly 
better fixed then for “‘bread-winning” 
than if he had spent all the time in 
school and left the knowledge and 
experience by which he is to earn his 
living to be acquired, after he has 
reached the years of manhood. If a 
‘boy has reached twenty-one years of 
age and has not acquired a disposition 
to earn his own living, and some hon- 
est means of earning it, his life is very 
liable to prove a failure. The country 
don’t want men and women who are 
failures, and, therefore, if the puplic 
schools take the boy’s time in giving 
him an education, that should be spent 
in learning the means of hohest money 
getting, then the schools should turn 
the boy out prepared to go to work at 


for life. 

We are not disposed to criticize our 
schools, but the question arises, would 
not their usefulness be improved if 
there was a graduating place fixed for 
the pupil after he or she had learned 
reading, writing, book-keeping and 
such other branches as would fit them 
for the ordinary vocations of life, 
leaving other branches entirely oat of 
the course? What the branches taught 
should be, might be best ascertained 
by inquiries among men of experience 
in the avocations for which ‘the pupils 
were to be fitted. The man 1n busi- 
ness could tell what he had learned in 
school that had been useful to him in 
his business; what he -had learned that 
had not been necessary and what he 
had not learned that would have been 
advantageous to him to have known. 
From this information a course of 
study could be arranged for the chil- 
dren that would fit them in the best 
possible manner and in the shortest 
possible time for their callings in life. 
If, when they lid thus been fitted fo 
useful citizens, their tastes 
them to acquire Other branches of 
knowledge, the way would be open 
for them, and their ambition, if they 
had any, would prompt them to go on 
learning to the end of life. 

Whatever reforms Or improvements 
may be thought of in our school sys- 
tem, it’ should always be borne in 
mind that the greatest and most useless 
and aggravating waste of time in ed- 
ucating the children is in trying to 


learn them to spell .correctly by our 
present ridiculous system.

There is considerable excitement in 
this section over the recent rich strikes 
in Butte Valley, Inyo county, near the 
boundary line of San Bernardino county. 
A short time ago Wm. Morrison, an old 
miner and prospector well-known in 
this county, re-discovered a lost claim 
known as the Breyfogle claim. He 
brought to Calico some rich specimens, 
and endeavored to keep his discovery 
secret, but it became known to certain 
parties, who quietly started out from 
Calico one night to find the locality, but 
failed in the attempt. A short time 
some other parties, having learned the 
exact location of the new strike, 
started in hot haste for that region, but 
when they got there they found that 
Mr. Hickey, of Calico, had got one day 
the start of them, and had located about 
twenty claims, including H. W. Lake, 
of this place, as one of the locators. 
We were shown specimens from Morri- 
son’s claims, which looked ‘fine. A 
specimen of this rock was assayed, re- 
sulting in $3490.58 gold to the ton and 
$474 silver. 

The location of the new strike is about 


‘130 miles north of Daggett, 20 miles 


_ west of Death Valley and 35 miles 


south of Panamint. There is plenty of 
wood and water for steam in the use of 
milling ores. The Carson and Colorado 
railroad will pass within seven miles of 
the mines, when it is compieted, which 
will be in about four or five moaths. 


Puget Sound. 
Puget Sound is.considered one of 
the most remarkable bodies of water 
in the world. It is surrounded by 


mmmecgntinuous forests that reach back to 


the Sammits of the Cascade and 
Olympic ranges. The streams that 


come down frem the mountains on 


every side have fertile valleys; some 
of them are already occupied and well 
cultivated. Puyallup and White rivers 
and their affluents are well settled, but 
there is abundant room for settlers on 
the Suoqualmie, Snohomish, Squak, 
Skagit and Nootsack, as well-as on 
a valley in Whatcom county, where 
Frazer’s river once flowed. It was 
once believed that the land around the 
sound was worthless, and that its for 
ests stood on rock without soil; but 
time has demonstrated that this is only 
true of a small extent of country near 
the sound, and that all the upland be- 
tween the streams, and extending to 
the mountains, is rich, deep soil that 
will produce anything that will grow 
in that climate.

to-day, however, there there seems to 
be a feeling of antagonism toward our 
one little struggling factory. We hope 
they will not continue this policy or lay 
a straw in the way of any manufactur- 
ing enterprise so long as such enter- 
prise is conducted in accordance with 
the articles of its agreement. This, we 
believe, Mr. Coulter has done. The 
work has been, carried on at the mill 
during all the years of its existence, just 
as it is to-day. The water from that 
ditch never should have been used for 
drinking purposes, but it is no worse 
to-day than it has been before. Ex- 
actly the same ingredients are being 
used as have been used since its founda- 
tion, and the same class of goods are be- 
ing manufactured. Mr. Coulter has jcar- 
ried out his contract with the city 
in every respect. Last year he paid 
$600 to the city for the purpose of keep- 
ing up the ditch and other matters.. He 
employs twenty hands, some of them 
the best of skilled hands to be had in 
the country. One gentleman was 
brought up to the business in Belgium; 
another in France. Quite a number of 
the employés are women, girls and boys, 
which affords them an opportunity of 
gaining a livelihood. If the mill should 
be burned down it would throw these 
twenty persons, with many others in 
prospect, out of employment. Instead 
of burning it down, it should be the 
earnest endeavor of not only the City 
Council, but every citizen of our city to 
increase the number of such institu- 
tions. They are the one thing we need. 

We have.a tolerably well developed 
system of agriculture; we have a glor- 
ious climate, and we should have manu- 
factures, but if they are antagonized 
they will not be forced upon us. There 
are other places where strong bids are 
made for such enterprises, and capital 
will not be invested in manufactures so 
long as it is antagonized.
